He received an Associated Press 
correspondent in his small wooden 
villa at Moda, an Asiatic suburb 
of Istanbul and a favorite summer 
resort of the Anglo-American Col­ 
ony. 
Within, 
Trotzk y’s 
writing room 
and its anteroom on the second 
floor of the tw’o-story house are 
lined wuth crowded book shelves, the 
volumes 
being 
freshly 
collected 
from Europe and America .since the 
fire 
which 
destroyed 
his 
huge 
library a few months ago. 
At a long table covered with man­ 
uscripts 
sits 
Trotzk y. 
He 
would 
scarcely be recognized as the man 
who slipped out of the Soviet em­ 
bassy’s semi-prison into the public 
view of a Pera Hotel three years 
ago. 
He is ruddier and more elastic 
and his face reflects humor rather 
than bitterness. The hearlness and 
sallow'ness are gone. 
Trotzk y shot out conUal greet­ 
ings in French, with some English 
“how are you’s” and “all right’s” 
thrown in. He reads English easily, 
but prefers not to talk it. 
First stipulating his declarations 
w'ere to be published word for word 
or not at all, he attack ed the ques­ 
tions which at his request had been 
sent in advance. 
‘You have ask ed me a number 
of very complicated questions con­ 
cerning the interior developments 
of the Soviet Union,” he said. “To 
answer 
these 
questions 
seriously 
and conscientiously it would be nec­ 
essary to w’rite several articles. 
“Within the space of an inter­ 
view it is impossible to give an 
analysis 
of the 
complicated 
pro­ 
cesses w’hich form the contents of 
the present transitional economic 
system of the Soviet Union, a sys­ 
tem w^hlch constitutes a bridge be­ 
tween Capitalism and Socialism. 
“You k now that ordinarily I avoid 
interviews, especially because they 
too easily give rise to misunder­ 
standings even if they are abso­ 
lutely loyally transmitted. In fact 
this absention from interviews as 
shown 
by 
my 
recent 
ex perience 
does not insure one against most 
untrue misunderstandings and mu­ 
tilations. 
“During the past week s a dis­ 
patch 
passed 
through 
the 
world 
press which attributed to me some 
opinions directly opposed to those 
which I have ex posed and defended. 
“The enemies of the Soviet re­ 
gime, at least the most obdurate 
and least perspicacious, 
ex pected 
after my ex pulsion from the Soviet 
Union hostile actions on my part 
against the regime hated by them. 
They were mistak en and there only 
remains for them to tak e refuge in 
falsifications, relying on credulity 
or bad faith. 
“I use the opportunity of the 
questions ask ed by you to declare 
again my relations to the Soviet 
regime have not vacillated even an 
iota since the days when I par­ 
ticipated in its creation. 
“The fight which I carry on to­ 
gether with my friends and my 
closest co-think ers within the com­ 
munist rank s does not touch the 
general questions of socialism but 
the methods of the realization of 
the task s Imposed by the October 
revolution. 
“If those at Warsaw and Buch­ 
arest hope the Interior difficulties 
of the Soviet Union can reflect the 
tendency represented by me in the 
camp of the ‘defeatists’ 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union they 
are truly mis­ 
tak en as well as their more power­ 
ful inspirers. 
“You ask whether the new course 
proclaimed in the recent speech of 
Stalin 
signifies a turning 
toward 
the road of capitalism. No; for such 
a conclusion I find no basis.” 
“We have 
before us 
a zigzag 
along the road from capitalism to 
socialism. Tak en in part it is a 
zigzag 
of retreat. 
But

“You ask me my own plans.

am work ing now on the second vol­ 
ume of ‘The History of the Russian 
Revolution.’

If my political dog 
days are going to continue I want 
to write a book on the year 1918 
which has tak en in the Russian rev- 
lution the same place as 1793 in 
the French revolution.

“In these book s I want by a 
method of comparison to submit to 
an analysis the civil war between 
the Northern and Southern states of 
America. I suppose American read­ 
ers will find strik ing many of the 
analogies, as I myself was surprised 
while studying the American Civil 
W ar.”

Plugging Up Ltaks. 
BERLIN, July 18 —With Chancel­ 
lor Bruening and Foreign Minister 
Curtius in Paris attempting to clear 
a w^ay for a stream of international 
credit to flow back into Germany, 
President Paul Von Hlndenburg to­ 
night issued decrees designed to 
plug up some of the holes through 
which Germany’s own capital has 
been leak ing out of the country.

THE LAW AND THE MOTORIST 
A knowlecige of state traffic codes is 
essential from the standpoint of “ safety 
and pleasure,“ the American Automobile 
Association says. 
While individuals can 
not be expected to know every provision 
of the varying regulations, all motorists 
should be familiar with the more impor­ 
tant. 
‘'The hit-and-run driver who fails to 
stop vi hen involved in an accident is an 
outlaw everywhere,” the association says. 
*Tn every state, whether the accident re­ 
sults in personal injury or property dam­ 
age alone, the driver is required to give 
his name and other information to the 
driver or occupants of the other car. In 
the majority of states, a formal report 
of an accident involving personal injury 
must be filed with the proper official. 
“ Overtaking on hills or curves where 
view is obstructed is specifically prohibit­ 
ed in thirty-three states and the District 
of Columbia. 
In many states no other 
act of carelessness brings more prompt 
action from state highway police. Coast­ 
ing down grade in neutral is another 
practice severely dealt with under the 
laws of thirty-three states. 
Parking on 
the main traveled portion of the highway 
is a violation of the state code in a ma­ 
jority of cases.” 
There is no reason why every driver 
should not remember these things, and 
that they must always be assured of clear 
space ahead in which to stop. 
Another 
important rule to remember is to keep to 
the right, driving on the left only in 
passing a vehicle bound in the same di­ 
rection, or an obstruction, and then only 
if the way is clear. 
In Missouri vehicles 
» n state highways enjoy a legal right of 
wya over vehicles approaching on county 
and neighborhood roads.

naturally loafed on the job. 
So piece­ 
work was introduced into the wage sys­ 
tem. 
The man who produced more, re­ 
ceived more pay. 
The theory of com­ 
munism broke down 
before 
the actual 
realities. 
Now 
Stalin 
has 
announced a third 
stage in fixing wages. 
There was much 
discontent and shifting about because 
every type of labor in industry was re­ 
garded as on the same basis in the wage 
scale. 
The shoveler was supposed to be 
as valuable as the machinist. So the dic­ 
tator says: “ We must destroy such equal 
wages. 
It is unbearable to see the loco­ 
motive driver receiving the same wages 
as the bookkeeper.” 
This recognition of the difference be­ 
tween various grades of labor marks a 
violent break in the communist theory. If 
the process goes on the rewards will go 
increasing to the men 
with 
the 
rarer 
types of ability. 
So the dead level of 
compensation will be broken up, and con­ 
ditions 
will 
become 
increasingly 
like 
those in the western nations. 
In time the soviet 
rulers 
may 
leam 
that the system oi private property is not 
arbitrary; it is founded on needs of hu­ 
man nature that persist in spite of all ef­ 
forts to change them.

It 
is local, and can have little bearing on 
the general welfare of the nation ; but 
organized crime, as we find it in the 
urban 
centers 
today, 
is a conspiracy 
against the government » against society 
and against the home. It must be stamp­ 
ed out if democratic government is to 
continue to exist. 
Such a situation is the product of in­ 
difference, of a shirking of responsibility. 
Now, awakening to the menace of such 
conditions, we are looking around for the 
cause. 
It cannot be found in the law it­ 
self, nor in the courts, but in the people 
of the nation. 
The real secret of the in­ 
crease in crime rests in the fact that for 
years past we have been too busy with 
our own successes and failures to take 
the interest in public affairs necessary to 
success in government.
